NO FRESH NEWS RECEIVED FROM CHINA

Seme Doubt Abe.ut the Repert Frem

Different Foreign Sources.

Preparations IlcliiK Made te Ilimten
Troops te 'China anil te See

That They Are Properly
Cared Fer.

Washington, July 19. Secretary
Hoet nnd Adjt. Gun. Cerbin enter-
tained the president at dinner at the
Country club, near Washington. The
ether guests were all the members of
the cabinet new in the city. Cel.
Webb Hayes, Win. Uarber, the presi-
dent's nephew, and Hen. Chns. DnweB,
comptroller of the currency. The af-

fair was entirely of a social character.
Such discussion of the Chlne&e situa-
tion as took place was informal, and
It was stated by one of the members
of the cabinet later thnt there was no
change in the attitude of the admin-
istration regarding an extra session
of congress from that determined
upon at the cabinet meeting Tuesday.

Administration ellicials and ethers
in Washington nre suspicious of the
statements contained in the Brussels
dispatch saying that the members of
the legations at Peking were in Prince
Ching's palace. They hope it is accu-
rate, but they are disposed te accept
it, like much ether information com-
ing through Chinese sources, with a
marked degree of reservation. If it
is correct that they nre safe in Prince
Ching's palace, that is a cause for
congratulation, for the prince is well
known te be pre-foreig- n in his ideas,
and his influence in Chinese nlTnirs up
te n recent period has been para-
mount. Kccent information from
China has been te the effvet thnt he
had organized a ceuntr revolution te
that conducted by Prince Tuan and
had engaged the rebellious forces in
Peking. At one time he was at the
head of the foreign eflice. A short
while aft'' the center revolution
broke out the report came that Prince
Ching had been killed.

The understanding of a well-know- n

diplomat here is that the secretary of
the Helgian legation in China, whom
he knew very intimately, was at last
accounts in Peking, which, in liis
mind, threw nn additional element of
doubt ever the accuracy of the report
coining from Hrussels. At the same
time, it is admitted that he might
have been ut Shanghai en some busi-
ness of the legation.

The statement that the legations
had plenty of precisions en July 1 is
at variance with that contained in a
dispatch recoiled nt the Japanese le-

gation here from Tokie, transmitting
n report from liaren Xl.slii, the Japa-
nese minister at Peking, nnd of whose
accuracy there seems te be no doubt.
This snid that the foreign ministers
considered it Impossible te procure
previsions after that date.

Minister Wu is hopeful thnt the
news is accurate, placing his releance
en the well-know- n influence of Prince
Ching in Chinese affairs. He has vis-

ited the prince's palace in Peking, but
without the nid of u map of the city
was unable te definitely leente its
strategic situation, if it possessed any.
It is n large building and is surround-
ed by a wall, and he does net think it
Jikt'ly the rebels would have entered
the place were the prince there.

WATER FOR TROOPS.

Sterilizing and DUtllllnir Plant te
Accompany the Soldiers te

lie Sent te China.

Washington, July 10. The quarter-
master's department has made a re-

quisition for something ever
for apparatus te supply the troops
of the Chinese expedition pure drink-
ing wnter. The department already
has placed orders for sterilizers and
distilling plants which will furnish
32.50Q gallons of pure water a day.
The Bterillzing plants will make 25,000
gallons of potable water per day.
These will be used inland, where foul
water and suspicious well water is en-

countered.
The distilling plants will furnish

7,400 gnllens a day, and can be used nt
need en the sea coast, where salt
water will be rendered fit for drink-
ing. This is the most expensive water
purifying plant the United States ever
has attempted te send with nn army
in, the field. It is thought thnt, with
the addition of boiling water en the
portable cooking ranges, this will fur-
nish nn adequate supply for the whole
army.

Seventy Fatal Cases of Sunstroke In
New Yerk City Prostrations

New Yerk, July 19. The het
weather eauped or contributed toward
the death of mere than 70 persons in J

this city and vicinity. As many mere
stricken ones nre in the hespituls, nnd
some of them will succumb before
many hours. Mere than half the fa-

talities were nmeng babies nnd little
children, nnd there are new about 40

bodies of the little ones lying nt the
morgue ut Bellevue.

It was the third day of the spell of
intense heat. On the streets the tem-

perature ranged from 93 te 105, and
the official record from the weather
bureau, high above the ground, was
04 degrees.

Six Dentin. In Philadelphia.
Philadelphia, July 19. The excessive

heat caused the death of six persons
in this city and two in Camden, X. J.
Forty cases of prostration were treat-
ed at the hospitals. The condition of
some of the pntients is serious, nnd it
is thought that ether fatalities will
result. According te the report of
the lecnl forecast eftlce, it was the
hottest day of the summer. The mer-
cury rose te US degrees.

Coeler In PlttshiirKh.
Pittsburgh, Pn., July 19. The max-

imum tempernture was only 65, yet
two deaths and a number of prostra-
tions nre recorded as a result of the
heat. The mills nre running, but with
a big handicap, many men refusing te
run the risk.

Forty ProMtrutleiiM In Ilnxten.
P.osten, July 19. The hospital re-

ports show that between 30 nnd 40
persons were prostrated by the heat
in this city, three of whom have since
died.

REBELLION CONTINUALLY EXTENDING

China HaB Lenff Been Preparing a For-

midable Military Organization
Fer This Conflict.

Farther Dctnlls of the FlKhtlntr at
Tlen-Tsl- n Thirty Missionaries

In the Province of Shun Tunic
Probably .Massacred.

Londen, July 19. While evidence
accumulates dally that Chinn has long
been prepuring a formidable military
organization in anticipation of the
present conflict, and that the area of
rebellion is continually extending,
harmony nmeng the allies, which is
necessary te meet such a grave situa-
tion, is still deplorably lacking. The
Russians have refused Adm. Sey-

mour's request te hand ever the re-

stored Tnku-Tsi- n railway te the Eng-
lish company, and it is rumored that
Germany purposes taking a serious
independent step, namely, to patrol
the Yang Tse Kiting with German
men-ef-wn- r. Such a step would be
greatly resented by England.

Still mere alarming news has been
conveyed te the Daily Express from
Tokie te the effect that the apparent
reluctance of Germany nnd Itussin te
consent te a Japanese army for the
